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Europe Fears the Coming of Chol- 
era From the East. 


The Opinions of Scientists Lightly 
Regarded by the Public. 


How These Same Medical Experts Rid!- 
culed the Effects of Influenza—The Route 
Followed in the March of the Pestilence 
—Ministerial Crisis in Brazil—Natural- 
ist Richardson’s Daring Explorations 
in Mexico—Mysterious Arrests in Bul- 
garia—The Missing Ocean Steamer Erin 
~—Appeal From the Northwest to the 
Dominion Government— Current For- 


eign News. 


Lonpow, Feb. 1.—The English medical 
journals hardly notice the reports of the rav- 
ages of cholerain Persia, or if they do refer 
to them speak of the probability that they 
are greatly exaggerated, and that the dread 
disease is not at all likely to spread beyond 
the limits to which it is at present confined. 

The public remembers, however, that the 
same exponents of science ridiculed the Infiu- 
enza, pronounced it largely the result of an 
excited imagination among the ignorant peas- 
antry of Russia, and confidentiy announced 
that if itshould make its appearance in West- 
ern Europe it would prove but a trifliag com- 
plaint when treated by the skilled physicians 
of enlightened communities. 

An English me¢ical light, whose articles in 
the Lancet and other pathological journals 
always provoke considerable controversy, 18 
of the opinion that Europe bas a great deal 
to fear from the cholera during the coming 
summer. 

»The virulent type it has assumed,’’ he 
gays, is highly unusual inthe winter|months, 
and marks aun almost unprecedented malig- 
nityin the fearful pestilence. 
lessness of medical men when called upon to 
contend with novel circumstances has been 
shown by this winter’s experience. Any dread 
that the influenza would prove a serious afflic- 
tion was met with asmile of conscious supe- 
riority and the studentof history who re- 
ferred to past experiences was snubbed as an 


alarmist, yet its dead may be counted already 
by thousands and palaces, as well as hovels, 
fee! its awful power. 

“Iftne cholera should really prove epidemic 
it would follow its usual routes, through Asia 
Minor to Turkey in Europe, and to India via 
the Persian Gulf. So long as Moslem Fataliste 
hold the European side of the Bospborus, 
—.— of this kind will gain a foothold in 

urope, any attempt tosubject the Turks to 
sunitary laws will be looked upon by them as 
an outrage and a conspiracy on the part of 
the Western nations to encroach upon their 
their liberties and subvert their religion.’’

From the extreme summit of the 
Sierra Nevada he could look down into the 
crater ofthe volcano. There were for five 
or more hours sounds of activity, great 
clouds of vapor, gas and ashes coming up 
with a magnificent effect and rising to a 
— height. But from the Sierra Ne- 
vada no sound could be heard. Richardson 
being determined to investigate nearer at 
band, moved his camp to the side of the vol- 
can at great personal risk, pitching his tent 
at the upper line of pee trees and just below 
the lower line of ashes and lava. The trees 
above had all been burned up and it was im- 
possible to walk in the deep bed of ashes. 
From this point Richardson and his Indian 
followers could hear the sound of the voicano. 

One niaht during the eruption they could dis- 
tinctly see the deep red low of molten lava 
as it ran down the mountain. Richardson 
was regarded by the natives as phenomenally 
daring, but his expedition resulted in no harm 
to himself or his party. 

The influenza is spreading and has assumed 
amore virulent form. A number of deaths 
have resulted from tne disease.

THE LAW OF LIBEL, 


Judge Tuthill’s Devision In a Case Tried In 
Chicago. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 1.—Jud@ge Tuthill rendered a 
decision of considerable interest yesterday as 
to libel. The Jewelers’ Association sued R. G. 
Dun’s Mercantile Agency for $50,000, claiming 
that Dun & Co, inspired an article in a local 
paper charging the Jewelers’ Association with 
pirating information bodily from Dun’s com- 
mercial book and incorporating in a book of 


Jewelers’ Rating published by the Jewelers’ 
Association. 

The attorney for Dun &Co. demurred to 
the declaration on the ground that plaintiff 
was a foreign corporation and could not bring 
a suit for libel in this State, comity between 
commonwealths not being carried to that 
extent. He argued that it could sue in its own 
State, New York; also the further ground 
that it was not libelous to charge a corpora- 
tion with piracy, because a corporation could 
not actually pirate. Its officera might, and if 
they were libeled they could sue for damages, 
but the Jewelers’ Association could no more 
pilfer from a book of ratings than it could 
Walk.

An Honest German Not Pe to Re 
move His Wife and Children to the Home

Commissioner in Charge—The German's 
Story.

New YORK, Feb. 1.—In the prime of life 
Moses Gersobufeldt, a butcher by occupation, 
came to this country less than two years ago. 
He left his wife and little ones in. Russia, but 
after months of industry and economleal Iv. 
ing the young man saved enough to send for 
his family. With joyful anticipations of again 
meeting his loved ones, he made every _ prep- 
aration to give them a cordial greeting. 

Late Wednesday the steamship Edam arm 
rived from Amsterdam. When her passen- 
gers landed at Castle Garden the Gersohnfeldt 
family was among them, consisting of the 
mother and four little children. Mrs.Gersohn- 
feldt immediately notified her husband of her 
arrival, and without delay he hastened to 
Castle Garden. Cordial greetings were ex- 
changed, and Gersohnfeldt was about to take 
his family to their new home when Commis- 
sioner Stephenson, for reasons known to him 
only, interfered and ordered that the husband 


ing his wife and little ones. 

They were virtually made prisoners, and 
the husband was informed that he could not 
get his family liberated unless he gave a bond 
of $2,000that they would not become a pub- 
lic charge.

NURSERYMEN PROTESTING AGAINST THE 
FOREST PARK NURSERY- 


* 

They Want Commissioner Klemm Investi- 
gated—Mayor Noonan Talks Flatuly on 
the Subject—Sprinkling Inspectors—The 
Quarantine Road—Briefs Submitted in 
the Neiser-Thomas Contest—Municipal 
Matters. . 


The nurserymen of St. Louis are out after 
the scalp of Richard Klemm, Park Commis- 
sioner. Their attack upon Mr, Kiemm took 
the form of @ petition presented to the Coun- 
cil, The petitioners state that they have their 
money invested in the business of producing, 
selling or handling shade trees, and that they 
should be protected in their business as much 
as any Others in legitimate ocoupations in the 
city, and that the city has entered into unfair 
and unjust competition with them and is ruin- 
ine them financially by the methods per- 
sued. 

The cause ofall the disturbance is the re- 
cent bill which has been in the Council for 
sometime. This bill givesthe Park Commis- 
sioner the authority to supervise the trim- 
ming, cutting and planting of shade trees in 
the city and, to a great extent, puts all mat- 
ters in that direction under his charge. Re- 
hind this there exists a permit on written au- 
thority from the Mayor which is disturbing 
the nurserymen no littie. This authority was 
given Mr. Klemm by Mayor Noonan, and un- 
der it he can give away shade trees 
to all persons applying for them, provided 
the trees are to be planted in 
the streets or public places. Under those con- 
ditions a good many trees have been given 
away. Between the two regulations the nurs- 
ery business has been given a severe biow, 
and the nurserymen believe that they will be 
able to have their troubles relieved by having 
Commissioner Kiemm investigated and his 
books overhauled. Therein, according to Mr. 
Kiemm, they make their mistake. He claims 
to have authority for giving away trees, and 
that it has always been the intention to keep 


up tne Forest Park nursery for the purpose of 
cultivating trees for distribution to citizens. 
The petition asks for a committee to be ap- 
pointed to investigate, but it was referred to 
the Committee on Public Improvements. 
Mayor Noopan said this morning: It 
those nurserymen have anything to say I wish 
they would say it to me. I will aseume all of 
the responsibility for what Mr. Klemm has 
done in the matter of shadetrees. If these

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JOHN MULLERY MENTALLY SOUND. 


The Jury Lose Very Little Time in Coming to 
the Conclusion. 


‘After ten days tug-of-war the Mullery case 
ended inthe Probate Court yesterday evon - 
ing, and the jury, aftera deliberation of one 
hour and a half. rendered a verdict declaring 
Mr. John Mullery to be of sound and disposing 
mind and capable of managing his own affairs. 


Never was there a case parallel with this one 
tried in the Probate Court in this city, and 
certainly not one so hotly contested. It be- 
gan January 16 at 10 o’clock in the morning 
and ended at 70’clock last night. Ten whole 
days were given to the hearing ot evidence, 
andthe shorthand notes transcribed would 
fill several thousand pages of legal cap. The 
trial was delayed one day by the fatal 
sickness of a child of one of the jurors and 
by the absence of two jurors who misunder- 
stood the time hamed when the court would 
next adjourn. Witnesses who had known the 
respondent, John Mullery, over fifty years 
were put on the stand, and all his children 
and relatives living in this city also tes- 
tified. Every inckdent in the old 
man’s long lite of eighty years or 
more was recited to show that he was not in- 
sane. The secrets of his life were made pub- 
lic property. Priests of the Catholic Church 
were put on the stand and 
WERE NOT SPARED 

by the respondent’s counsel in questioning 
them as to their Knowledge of a man’s 
thoughts, babits and inclinations who hag 
been married half a century. The 
became very dramatic at 
times, or more 80 at one time 
than another, as the trial was dramatic from 
the start, an aged father defending himeeif 
azainst his children. The argument began on 
the opening of court yesterday morning, when 
ex-Gov. Charles P. Johnson opened bis argu- 
ment before the jury in defense of his aged 
client. He spoke for two hours and 
a half. It was a brilliant el- 
ocutionary effort and 1 fine 
iece of acting. At?2o’clock inthe afternoon 
ir. Edmund B. Garesche, attorney for the in- 
formants, entered into his elucidation of the 
case and closed at the expiration of three 
hours. His was an able argument, clear and 
tothe point. He enumerated the proofs in- 
troduced in evidence to show that John 
Mullery was insane, and lett the 
case to the jury. When they cast 
their first ballot on leaving the court-room, 
the jurors stood II to 1 in favor of declaring 
the old gentieman of sound mind. This one 
juror believed that the testimony went to 
show that the old man was being imposed 
upon by a woman he had not known for any 
22 length of time, and that his children 
ad taken the proper course. 

In an hour the majority reviewed the case to 
him point by point and rendered a verdict in 
favor of Mr. Mullery.

Made by the Examiner Against 
President Claasen.

NEw York, Feb. 1.—The Times to-day says 
the honest straightforward and plucky con- 
duct of Cashier Andrew E. Colson in exposing 
to the Clearing House Association the state of 
affairs at the Sixth National Bank has elicited 
words of warm confmendation from business 
men.

appreciation of Mr. Colsou’s brave and con- 
er devotion to honest business prin- 
ciples. 

J. Raa Cashier Colson deen willing to 
content himself with simply obeying orders, 
said this gentleman, 'the robbery scheme 
would have practically been a success. And 
merely selfish interests were not of the sort to 
induce him to obstruct the schemers. They 
had become his employers; his liviihood was 
in their hands. To get intheir way was to 
risk dismissal, andif they choose to make it 
appear so, the possibility of baving it 9 

at he had deen ischarged under a 
cloud, He threw selfish considera- 
tions to the wind, and in a brave, 
manly way brought the conspirators to judg- 
ment. he result is that while bis conduct 
will be applauded generally he has really 
sacrificed in other people’s interest hie occu- 
pation and a hbandsome salary. Now, I want 
to be one of a number of representative busi- 
ness men of New York to show such a man 
that he has not acted honestly and courage- 


ously in vain.’’ 

It is suggested on the Stock Excbanye and 
among bankers that a purse be raised for Mr. 
Colson of sufficient value to offset at least the 
year’s salary which he has unhesitatingly 
sacrificed. 

The President of the Sixth National Bank, 
Mr. Peter J. Claasen, who surrendered him- 
self lust evening, was held in $30,000 bail this 
forenoon by United States Commissioner 
Mr. Claasen’s conusel and friends 
are now trying to obtain bondsmen. Mean.- 
while Mr. Claasen will remain in the custody 
of the United States officers. 

President Claasen is being held on charges 
made by Bank Examiner Hepburn. In an 
affidavit the Bank Examiner charges that 
‘*Peter J. Claasen, President and Director of 
the bank, did, for the use, benefit and advan- 
tage of himself, unlawfully embezzie, abstract 
and wilfully misapply large sums of money 
and the funds and credits of the bank, 
amounting in the aggregate to the sum of 
$432,466, with the intent to injure and defraud 
the 4 National Bank of the City of New 
York.’’ 

Comptroller of the Ourrency Lacey was 
seen by areporter for the Associated Press at 
Washington this morning, and he said that he 
had received a letter from Examiner Hepburn 
stating in general terms that the bank was in- 
solvent, and advising that it be placed in the 
hands of areceiver. The examiner said that 
the assets of the bank were choice and in good 
shape, and could easily be liquidated. The 
examiner also said that he was now preparing 
a detailed statement of the assets and Habit 
ties of the bank, and expected to complete it 
to-day. The Comptroller said that he would 
take no action inthe matter until he has re- 
ceived the examiner’s report, which will 
hardly reach Washington before to-morrow. 
He will appoint a receiver early next week. 

The situation about the Sixth National, 
Equitable and Lenox Hill Banks this morning 
was practically unchanged, except, indeed, 
that the directors appeared to Le out in large 
numbers. There were many business men 
among them who still induiged in the hope 
that some tarn might take place which wouid 
permit of their receiving money enough to 
pay off thelremployes.

FOSTER MOTHER TO-DAY.

He Was to Have Been Givento Her Monday 
by the Board of Managers of the Messiah 
Mission, and She Gharges Bryant Stole 
Mim With the Idea of Getting His Wife’s 
Money Through Her Affection for the 
Child—Desocriptions of the Women in the 
Abdaction—One of Them Stylish and 

Pretty . 


The foster mother of Roy Bryant, the 6- 
year-old boy abducted Thursday evening from 
the St. Louis Children’s Free Hospital on the 
corner of Jefferson avenue aud Adams street, 
‘was located to-day by a PosT-DISPATCH re- 
porter at 8535 Chouteau avenue, and from her 
the true cause of the abduction was learned. 
It is a strange story. When Mrs. Bryant re- 
lated it her eyes were red with weeping for 
she loved the lost child dearly. 

WHY THE CHILD WAS STOLEN. 

„„ married John R. Bryant seven years 
ago, she began, and I adopted Roy when 
he was only a week old. When I say adopted, 
I never took 
out any papers of adoption. I brought him 
up, and I learned to love him dearly; as much 
as if he were my own. I got the 
ehild from Dr. Rutleage, and I know 
nothing of his parents except their names. 
The father wads Edward Woodward and the 
Brown. Yes, I was told, 
too, that she was from Kentucky, but that is 
alll know about her. Bryant never loved 
the child. He wus by nature brutal, as I 
learned soon after our marriage. When I 
married him I had a nice eight-room 
Louse neatly furnished, but before 
long he had every piece of furniture 
in it mortgaged and had made away with sev- 
eral hundred dollars in cash besides. He 
used to ill-treat the child, and that in addition 
to other faults caused an estrangement be- 
tweenus. When 1 finally left him he sought 
to get me to go back to him, but I refused. 
It was my money not me he 
cared for. The idea then struck him that he 
covld get me back by stealing the child. He 
kun. my affection for the little boy and 
thought that I would then be willing to put up 
with him rather than have the child lost to 
me. One day he carried the little fellow off 
with bim and kept him in the 
Place where he was boarding. He 


tried to get a married conductor on the Lind- 
dell line, on which he too was working at that 
time, to take the child and keep him, but his 
friend would not do 80. He 
tried to induce others also to take 
charge of the little fellow for him, but 
was unsuccessiul and finding thatthe little 
boy was too much of a trouble for him person- 
ally, be concluded to place him lu the Mis- 
sion Home on Ninth aud Wash streets. That 
was on July 25 iast. 

**I bad been seeking to recover the child all 
the time Bryant had him, but was unsuccess- 
ful. When he put the boy in tbe Mission 
Home I heard of it, and went to 
see the child once, tried to in- 
duce the president of the mission, Mrs. Me- 
Kittrick, to give the child back to me, but 
Bryant had represented that he was Roy's 
real father, and so my petition was uneuc- 
cessful. Itold Mrs. McKittrick what kind of 
aman Bryant wae, and brought recommend- 
ations froma number of 8 as to my 
good character and my ability to give the 
childa good home. Sue then notified Bryant 
that unless he could produce a certificate of 
the child's birth Roy would be given to me. 
She laformed him that the Board of Managers 
ofthe Mission would meet Monday to consider 
the case, and unless he produced the birth 
cirtificate before that time, the child would 
be surrendered overto me. Bryant could not 
comply with that condition, for I had the 
child’s birth certifloate in my possession. It 
was given to meby Dr. Rutledge. Bryant 
then saw that his echeme toreach my money 
through the instrumentality of the child was 
about to fall and he planned the abduction 
Thursday was the last visiting day at the St. 
Louis Children’s hospital, where Roy had 
been sent by the mission authorities to 
be taken care of while he was sick 
with pneumonia, before Monday,the day on 
which the Board of Mission Managers was to 
meet and give the child to me if Bryant failed 
to produce the birth certificate. He had to 
get the child away Thursday then it he was to 
get him at all. le carried out his scheme 
successfully.’ 

His WHEREABOUTS UNKNOWN. 

„Have you any idea where Bryant bas taken 
the child?’’ asked the reporter. 

„No, Lhavenot,’’ she said. ‘‘I have been 
told that he lived near Fifteenth and. Market 
streets, but where | do not know. 

Who were the women who were with him, 
do you know?“ 

No, Ido not.“ 

A search was made in the vicinity of Fit- 
teenth and Market streets for Bryant, but al- 
though numerous inquiries were made no one 
was found who knew aman by that name. 
The St. Louis Free Hospital was 
then visited ascertain whether 
any information bad been received 
at that institution in regard to the abducted 
child. Mrs. Sbheble, the Matron, said that she 
had heard nothing. She had expected Mrs. 
Bryant to call, but up to that time she had not 
done so.

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A WOMANS SACRIFICE |: 


MISS AMY FOWLER’S MISSION TO THE OUT- 
CASTS OF MOLOKAL 


She Goes te Devoie Her Life to Labor 
Among the Lepers of the Island 
—Something of the Young Ueroine’s 
History—Her Work in the Hospitals of 
Paris—How She Regards Her Present 
Mission. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Drspatrcn. 
NEw YORE, Feb. 1. 
O LEAVE the lap of lux- 
ury fora home in Molokai, 
that mountainous Pacific 
island, where lived and 
died the priest, Damien, 
whose brillant young life 
was sacrificed to his de- 
votion to the leper out- 
casts there, is to crossa 
wide gulf. From a quiet, 
picturesque home among 
the hills of Cembedown, 
distant only afew miles from Bath, England, 
came yesterday a heroine, a female Damien, 
who is going to cross that gulf and sacrifice 
her life in bringing Christian consolation and 
hope to the ontcasts of Molokai. A woman 
small of stature and lithe of limb, with 
eyes of bine and cheeks fair and 
rosy, tripped blithely down the gang- 
plank of the belated Bothnia when she 
reached her pier at the foot of Olarkson street. 
Retiring and modest in manner, though every 
movement expressed activity and energy., 
few who looked upon the girlish figure would 
have taken her for a woman of dauntiess cour- 
age and herolsm, She was Sister Gertrude of 
the Catholic sisterhood of St. Domic, but she 
was down on the passenger list aas Miss 
Fowler.“ Miss Amy Fowler, or Sister Rose 
Gertrude, as henceforth she will be called, is 
the young English woman who is going 
to be the Superior of the Lepers’ Hos- 
pital in Molokal. She has studied medicine 
several years in Paris and was at Pasteur's 
ifstitute where she gained much knowledge 
which she thinks will be valuable in her new 
field of duty. She received the blessing of the 
venerable Cardinal Manning before she left 
England. 
A TOUCHING PRAYER. 

She carriesa little prayer book which is 
saidto have been found onthe chest of the 
Prince Imperial when he was carried dead 
from the battie field in Zululand. This touch- 
ing prayer is on the fly leaf: 

‘*Ifthou only givest on this earth a certain 
sum of happiness; take. Oh God, my share 
and bestow it on the most worthy. If thou 
seekest vengeance on man strike we. 

This is the inspiring motto that prompts the 
intrepid young girl to go and labor among the 
lepers. She was reared in luxury among the 
hills of Bath, England. Her father is Rev, E. 
Fowler, a noted divine of the Churchof En- 
gland and the chaplain of an infirmary at 
Bath. Early in lite she showed a desire to 
depart from the teaching of her parents and 
about eight years ago she became a convert to 
the Catholic faith. The Christian humility 
and spirit of their young daughter 


soon reconciled the parents to the change. It 
was, however, with horror that Sister Rose’s 
parents learned of her intention of casting her 
lot among the lepers. They endeavored to 
dissuade their daughter from a step which 
would forever sever all family ties, but no en- 
treaty could induce her to change ber pur- 
pose. . 

What made you wish to go in for this par- 
ticular branch of sick nursing?’’ asked a re- 
porter as Sister Rose was about to leave the 
steamer yesterday. 

It has been, she said, ‘‘the ambition of 
my life. Years ago, long before Father 
Damien’s ilinéess, I desired to go, but I was 
then too young. It baszlways been my wish 
and desire to do some of/God’s work on earth 
into which I could thr: my whole being: 
where there were scope for the fullest self 
sacrifice and wherel Zouidfollow him who 
said, ‘Greater love ba no mao than this, 
that he lay down his |'fe for his friend.

Then 
I trust that my study of medicine 
in general and my experience in the Pasteur 
Institute will aid me in giving some eomfort 
and assistance to the lepers of Molokai. I 
mean to carry out several ideas of my own 
whenI reach Molokai, Ishall try bichioride 
of mercury and other antiseptics in treating 
them to see if this course of treatment will do 
them any good, Then, good friends of mine 
have loaded me down with little gifta for the 
lepers. Afterlam there ashort time I pro- 
pose to buy a piano out of money allowed me 
by the Hawaiian Government and shall 
try to brighten the lepers’ lives 
by singing and music. I think that 
this will be a God send to those afflicted peo- 
ple. lamin God's charge. I propose to do 
everything that human hands can do for the 
alleviation of lepers’ sufferings, and I look 
forward with intense interest to beginning my 
new labors in God’s vineyard. With parental 
solicitude my father and mother at first tried 
to persuade me to abandon my mission but 
when they saw that I considered it a voice 
from God they no longer opposed my wishes. 
I left with the benediction of Cardinal Man- 
ning, who said, ‘I would not, could not, pre- 
vent you from following the voice which calls 
to you.’ 5

THE PURSER SUICIDES. 


Nellie Bly’s Fxplanation of the Oceanic 
Officer’s Despondency. 


By Telegraph to the Post-ISPATCH. . 

New YORK, Feb. 1.—A telegram from San 
Francisco says Fred N. Fuhermann, purser of 
the steamship Oceanic, of the Occidental & 
Oriental Steamship Co., committed suicide 
to-day.

When the vessel arrived at Yokohama Mc- 
Caffrey went ashore, telling the peons on 
board that he would go to the cable office, 
where he expected to receive an order for 
money from Hearst of the Zzraminer. He re- 
turned to the ship again a few hours later and 
told the purser that he had not heard from 
home and that he would have to go to a hotel. 
Fuher mann took him to a hotel, and aftera 
consultation with the Captain of the Oceanic I 
cabled Mr. Hearst asking him to send passage 
money for his correspondent. You can 
imagine everybody's surprise when a cable 
from San Francisco signed by Mr. Hearst 
showed McCaffrey in his true colors. Mr. 
Hearst saidthat he had not sent MoCaffrey 
and that he had not written a letter to the 
Captain ur purser of the Oceanic instructing 
him to recelve an Zzaminer correspondent on 
board the steamer. Mr. Fuhermann, poor 
fellow, felt very sick at heart when he learned 
of how he had been deceived and how he had 
been swindled out of about $600. I saw Mo- 
Caffrey in Yokahama the day after Christmas 
and de looked as though he had been drink- 
ing heavily. His ace was cut and bruised 
and he bad his little traveling 
cap pulled down on bie forehead and 
he told me that he did not know what to 
do,that he was in destitute circumstances and 
said something about committing suicide. 
‘You ought to be ashamed of yourself to talk 
that way,’ I said to him, ‘and you had better 
brace up and look about for something to do.’ 
He made no reply and wandered away. This 
is the last Isaw of him. Just before our de- 
parture for Yokohoma Mr. Fuhermann re- 
ceived a note from McCaffrey wherein he 
wrote by the time the letter reached its des- 
tination his body would be at the bottom of 
the bay. do believe the young man com- 
mitted suicide. He looked as though he 
might do such a thing when 1 saw 
him last. Mr. Fuhermann was 
very quiet during our trip from 
Yokohama to San Francisco and acted 
strangely at times. I believe that he was 
worried considerably about the loss ofthe 
money which he had advanced to McCaffrey. 
He believed that having received the man on 
board when the vessel suiled from San Fran- 
cisco he wus also respousible for his passage 
money, which amounted to something like 
$250. lam afraid the steamship company de 
cided against Mr. Fubermann and threatened 
to discharge him, and that he was so much 
upset when the news of his wife’s death 

reached him that he committed suicide.’’

A DARING HIGHWAY ROBBERY con- 
MITTED NEAR THE FOUR COURTS. 


Poor Police Protection for a Large Territory 
in the Central Part of the City—A Tray 
Full of Rings Stolen— 4 third Bold 
Attempt—One Man Captured by the 


LMOST within a 

stone’s throw of 

the headquarters 

of the Police De- 

partment occurred 

another daring 

highway robbery.

dev of them were 

more brutal than this. About 8 o’clock Thurs- 
day evening Joseph Bornezque, ‘living at 8142 
Locust street, expecting to meet some 
friends at the Union Depot, left the cor- 
ner of Broadway and Spruce street and 
started to walk up Spruce to Twelfth. He had 
gone about two blocks when he noticed a 
couple of men ahead of him walking along 
slowly and with their faces partially con- 
cealed by black siouch hats. Such figures are 
common in that part of the city and Bornez- 
que gave the fellows little more than usual 
thought. At the corner of Eighth street both 
men stopped. As Bornezque stepped into the 
gutter to pass them, one of the fellows turned 
suddenly and struck him a fearful Diow at 
the base of the brain with some 
blunt instrument which he carried in his 
hand. The victim fell stunned and was at 
once pounced upon by the accomplice. While 
this man choked Bornez que to the ground the 
other robber went through his pockets and 
took ffm him asilver watch and chain and 
$3.60in change. Thie did not satisfy them, 
bowever. They were under the impression that 
Bornezque had more money and dragged him 
back inthe shadow of the wall to make a 
closer examination of his effects. 
The victim swore that they had 
taken his every cent, but the robbers 


dia not believe him. While one of them held 
bis hand over the helpless man’s mouth the 
other kicked him some halt a dozen times in 
the body and legs with the heel of his heavy 
boot, at the same time commanding him to 

ive up the rest of his money. One of these 
— fractured Bornezque’s left leg and he 
fainted. When he recovered consciousness a 
few minutes later both of his assailants were 
gone. His groans attracted the atten- 
tion of several passing rallroad 
men, -who called a city ambulance and 
had the injured man taken to the Dispensary. 
There Bornezque told the story of the assault 


to the police while Dr. Jacobson was reducing }. 


the fracture. He could give but a poor de- 
scription of the thugs beydnd the fact that 
both were white men, stout In build and 
dressed in dark clothing. Both kept their 
faces well concealed. Bornezque was taken 
to his home. 
ANOTHER BOLD ROBBERY 

was committed almost in broad daylight 
Thursday, asa result of which a warrant was 
sworn out atthe Four Courts to-day charg ng 
Frank Campbell with grand larceny. Mrs. L. 
Valleu welch keeps a small jewelry store at 
2626 Grayois road. Shortly before 6 o’clock 
that evening two well-aressed men entered 
the establishment. One of them said he 
wanted to look at some plain gold rings and 
Mrs. Vallen welch banded out a tray of jew- 
elry of various kinds. None of the rings 
seemed to suit the prospective customer, and 
while one of them was still engaged in band- 
ling the property the other called Mrs. Val- 
lenweich’s attention to another tray 
in the case. The actions of the 
men aroured Mrs. Vallenweich’s suspicions 
to such an extent that she burried from be- 
hind the counter and locked the front, door at 
the same time accusing the men of stealing 
some ofthe jewelry. Both denied it so ones 
nantly that Mrs. Vallenweich became fright- 
ened and unlocked the door to call for assist- 
ance. When she turned a moment later both 
of the fellows had gone, making their escape 
through an open window in the rear of the store 
and carrying with them a tray of rings which 
had been left on the counter. Several persons 
saw the escape and gave pursuit. Officers 
Pelzer, Colestock and Koehl joined in the 
chase and succeeded in catching one ot the 
men, who gave bis name as Frank Campbell. 
The fellow had the stolen tray in his hand at 
the time, but all of the rings were missing. 
Campbell is a stranger in the city. 

AN ATTEMPTED HIGHWAY ROBBERY 
is also reported from the Fifth District. About 
7 o’clock Thursday evening, while A. Huse- 
man, a young man employed as a lithogra- 
pher at Gast’s, wason his way home, he was 
attacked by two men who lay concealed ina 
corner at Miama and California avenues. The 
assault was unexpected, and before Huseman 
could make any defense he was sprawling on 
his back in the street. Both of the men sprang 
upon him and attempted to go through his 
pockets, but Huseman used his voice toa 
good advantage and soon frightened his as- 
sailants away empty-handed, not before they 
had beaten the prostrate man badly about the 
head and face, however. Huseman reported 
the matter tothe police, but was unable to 
give much of a description of the men. Both 
were white and Huseman thinks he bas seen 
them before, but cannot place them. 

The attention of both Capt. Campbell and 
Chief Huebler was this morning called to the 
INSUFFICIENT POLICE PROTECTION 
to pass 
hrough the district bounded by Fourth and 
Eleventh streets, Clark and Chouteau ave- 
nues. Only three officers are on duty in this 
section of the city. One beat extends from 
Fourth to Sixth street, another from Sixth to 
Eighth street and the third from Eighth to 
Eleventh street. About half of the time an 
extra man is needed either at the 
Four Courts or the Union Depot. When 
no other officer is availuble the man on duty 
from Eighth to Eleventh streets is taken off 
and the second man compelled to walk from 
Sixth street to the Four Courts. And this, too, 
in a district where more highway robberies 
are committed to the square foot of territory 
than any other section in the city, the Levee 
not excepted. Witbin the past year a total of 
over thirty highway robberies of the 
most flagrant type have been reported 
to have occurred in the immediate vicinity 
of Seventh, Eighth, Clark avenue, Spruce and 
Walnut streets, yet but three of these rob- 
bers have been brought to justice. Chief 
Huebler endeavors to get around the matter 
by saying that a majority of the robberies 
reporte were never committed. This is «@ 
poor excuse, indeed. Capt. Young acknowl- 
edges the danger and says he could use mén 
in that vicinity to more and better advuntage 
than in any other part of his district. The 
only thing which will work to any advan- 
rage in rooting out the thlves and thugs who 
frequent the dives and lumber yards in that 
part of the city is to double the men on these 
three beats temporarily, at least. The citi- 

zens are entitied to protection.

KANSAS FARMERS. 


Platform Adopted by the State Grange and 
the Alliance. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. 1.—At a meeting of the 
Executive Committee of the Kansas Farmers’ 
Alliance and State Grange, held for the pur- 
pose of founding a basis of union for the two 
organizations, a platform was adopted which 
says: We demand that no class of securities 


shall be substituted for Government bonds as 
a basis of security for national bank notes for 
the purpose of perpetuating the national bank 
system; that no more national banks shall be 
chartered, and nocharters now in existence 
shall be renewed; that leg»l tender Treasury 
notes be issued by the Government in lieu of 
national bank notes when such national 
bank notes shall de ret red; that the 
volume shall de increased sufficient! 
to weet the demands of the business inter- 
ests of the country, and that ther be 
made a full legal tender for all debts, both 
public and private; we demand the free and 
unlimited coinage of sllver or the Issue of 
silver certificates against the unlimited de- 
osit of bullion, which certificates shall de a 
exaltender for all debts, both public and 
private; we demand that Congress shall pass 
such laws as shall effectually prevent the 
dealings in futures in agricultural and me- 
chanical productions; we demand the passage 
ofiaws prebibiting the alien ownership of 
land, and that Congress take early steps to 
devise some plan to obtain all lands now 
owned by aliens and foreign syndicates, and 
that all lands now owned dy railroads and 
other corporations in excess of such at are 
actually used and needed by them be re- 
claimed by the Government and held for act- 
val settiers.

kum PASHA PRFFERS THE WILDS OF ar. 
RICA TO THE CIVILIZATION OF EUROPE 


The New York **‘World’s’’ Commission Talks 
With the German Fxploter—His Silence 
as to Stanley Shows There Is a Secret to 
Be Revealed—How the German Fxplerer 
Loeks—Wedded to Eastern Ways—His 
Dark-Hued Daughter. 


By Telegraph tothe Post-DisPraton. 

EW YORE, Jan. 81.— 
N In the WORLD this 

morning is a five- 
column story from 
Thomas Stevens, 
Gated Zanzibar, Jan- 
uary 15, 

Ramors bad reached 
usin Zanzibar in ad- 
vance of their ap- 
proach to the coast 
that all was not dar- 
mony between Stanley 
and Emin, writes the 
correspondent, and I 
was anxious to get at 
the truth and place 
before the readers of the WORLD both sides of 
the story. 

Let me then preface my interview with 
Emin Pasha by saying, rst of all, that, in 
the writer’s opinion, no two people in the 
world are less constituted by nature to pull or 
work together than Stanley and Emin. Their 
natures are different. Stanley is clear-headed, 
positive, prompt, resolute and decisive; a 
man whom you would expect to know, in any 
great emergency, precisely what he did or did 
not want to do. Emin, though a German by 
birth and early education, has been living the 
life of the East and of Africa so long that there 
is little of the German or European in him 
now. He is to-day an Egyptian, a Levantine, 
an Easterner, but hardly an European. He 
never wears any of their headgear other than 
a fez and not one person out of twenty auess - 
ing at bis nationality from his appearance 
would ever credit him with being a German. 
Emin's manners are Eastern to a fault and he 
bas drifted into many of the ways ofthe people 
with whom he has for the greater part of his 
life been associated. Of course he possesses 
qualities that no Easterner possesses. The 
honest, energetic Teuton blood still courses 
through the Pasha’s veins, but u man ever 
yet worked and lived for twenty-five years as 
he has done among Easterners without im- 
bibing some of their characteristics. Few 
men can live among fatalists for twenty-five 
years without being in a measure one himself. 
Gordon wass fatalist. Of Emin, who is Gor- 
don's disciple, Iam not so sure on this point, 
but he is a Easterner and will in all proba- 
bility end his life in Egypt, or at all events in 
in Africa. 
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ENOUGH OF EUROPE. 

Emin told the WORLD correspondent 
frankly, that he never expected to live in 
Europe again, and he seemed to snrink from 
even paying a visit there. 1 have 
been 80 long away from Europe, he 
said, ‘‘that I would not feel at home 
either in Germany or England. I may perhaps 
pay a visit to Germany, to Berlin, to see some 
friends there, but London—no, 1 think not. 
Why ehould I go to London? [can thank my 
English friends for the great interest the 
have taken in me and my people—a muc 
greater and more practical interest, I may 
say, than bas been taken in us by Germany or 
any other country (by letters and through 
newspapers) and to express my gratitude to 
them would be the only object that would 
take me to London. I shall perhaps stay in 
Africa.’ The now famous man who uttered 
these words is a spare built person of medium 
height with afull short beard tinged with gray. 
His dark eyes regard you through a puir of 
spectacies which are seldom removed, for the 
reason that he is short-sighted. His bearing 
is modest, polite and fascinating. Whenever 
Emin is persuaded to enter the drawing-rooms 
of New York and London I predict that he 
will become a favorite with the ladles. He 
has a vast fund of remarkable exveriences 
and knowledge to draw upon, and his bearing 
and Orlental politeness and suavity of man- 
ners will charm all with whom he comes in 
contact. 

Deslrous of getting at the whole truth of the 
matter, I questioned the Pasha from all 
points. Although he taiked readily, there 
always seemed tobe in his answers, or, to 
speak more correctiy, in his whole manner, 
a certain air of evasion on this particular sub- 
ject. Icould not avoid the impression all the 
time I was questioning him that he was reply- 
ing with a mental reserva jon; that there was 
something held back; that there was some- 
thing he was not yet ready to reveal, but 
would do so first of all to the Khedive. 

Then having obtained thatconsent and ap- 
proval he would perhaps publish it to the 
world. I may be mistaken, since it was buta 
mental impression. 

EMIN’S IVORY STORES. 
It was rumored that you bad vast stores of 


the correspondent. 

Ivory? I bad collectea for the Government 
more than six thousand fine, large tusks since 
our communication bas been cut off. had 
ivory enough, if lcould have got to the mar- 
ket, to have paid off all the hack salaries of 
my people and bave had a handsome surplus 
besides. 

Six thousand fine large tusks would weigh 
in the nelahbborhood of 200,000 American tons, 
worth in Zanzibar about $6,000 per ton. The 
vulue in Emin’s stations would, of course, in 
no wise approach this great sum of value, 
$2,200,000. Emin told the writer that he valued 
his stores of ivory, as they lay in bis stations, 
at about £70,000. 

‘We could not bring it with us. the Pasha 
continued, ‘‘so I threw most of it into the 
Nile to prevent the enemy from getting it. 
Some, however, in outiying stations! tru ted 
to the care of friendly native chiefs, not know 
ing what changes and what opportunities 
time might bring. 

What do you Intend doing now, Pasha?“ 

**‘Icannot say. Iam going to Egypt to ro- 
port tothe Khedive. Ido not know what my 
future plans may de. 

If the German or English East African 
Co. were to offer you the administra- 
tion of their territory would you be inelined 
to think favorably of such a proposition? 
There has been talk of that nature in the news- 
papers?’’ 

At present I know very little indeed of the 
affairs on the East coast. I cannot sav any- 
thing about this, aa nothing has yet been said 
tome. Idonotknow what my future work 
will be until I have seen the Khedive.’’ 

Our conversation was beld just outside the 
Pasha’stent beneathatree. At this moment 
the Pasha’s daughter, Farida, a young lady 
of Abyssinian parentage on the maternal side, 
issued from the tent and regarded us with 
miid interest. Her complexion is about as 
dusky as aSpanish gypsy’s, andthe skin is 
smooth and soft like velvet.

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Cireuit Attorney Clover So Char- 
acterizes the Testimony Taken 
by the Grand - Jury. 


Details of the Bain-Callahan-But- 
ler Transaction Make 
the Cases Plain. 


A Synopsis of the Testimony of All the Wit- 
nesses Who Appesred—How the Mer- 
chants’ Terminal Case Became the Cause 
of Much False Swearing—Andy Brown 

‘Makes Some Interesting State- 
ments Concerning the Mallinckrodt 
Bwitch—O©. C. Sloan Tells of Two Inter- 
Views With Delegates Mohan and Hiilge- 
man—J, M. #hompson Got Into the Gas 
Syndicate Because He Had Influence 
With Counciiman Moeier—Wm. Marks’ 
Budden Trip to Europe Regretted by the 
Grand-Jury. 


When Circuit Attorney Ashley C. Clover was 
asked how he felt about the Grand-jury’s in- 
vestigation of the boodle cases, he replied: 

„don't know whattosay about it, except 
thatthe corruption does exist. There isno 
doubt about that; the Grand-jury showed it. 
But the Grand-jury cannot be held responsi- 
ble if men who hold prominent positions in 
the community come before it and commit 
rank perjury. That is all there is to it. 

The community is well aware that Mr. 
Clover would not have used such strong lan- 
guage if he had not known reasons why tle 
testimony of witnesses should be character- 
ized by such terms. 

That perjury was committed to shield the 
boodiers there is no doubt. The conflict be- 
tween the testimony of different witnesses as 
to the same matters, of which they both had 
personal knowledge, is too glaring to be at- 
tributed to anything but wilful perjury. 

A scene which took place in the office of 
Mr. Backer is interesting. It occurred when 
George Bain was fighting the bill granting the 
Merchants’ Terminal Co. the right to lay a 
track on Main street. The Citizens’ Com- 
mittee wanted Ed Butier’s influence and the 
price Butier bad set upon it was $1,000. 

MR. BAIN TESTIFIED 

that he and Butler went to Backer’s office and 
sent for Ed Callahan, Secretary and Treasur- 
er of the Bridge-Beach Manufacturing Co. 
and Treasurer of the committee, and in a 
few minutes Mr. Callahan joined them in 
Bacher’s office. When he cameinhe went 
up to Mr. Bainand handed bim some money, 
saying, Mr. Bain, there is 1,000. 

Bain took it and placed it in Butler’s hand, 
shaking hands with him at the same time and 
saying, ‘‘Mr. Butler, there is 81.000. 

Mr. Bain further testified that he acted only 
as the agent in the transaction and had noth- 
ing todo with the arrangement under which 
the money was paid. 

Mr. Callahan’s testimony was not like Mr. 
Bain’s. He swore that so far as he knew, 
Butler was not employed bythe committee, 


and he did not know Butler in the transac- 
actions of the committee. He further swore 
that he had not given Mr. Bain $1,000 or any 
other sum. 

Every part of the investigation dieclosed 
corruption of the rankest kind. 

On January 5 the PostT-DISPATCH published 
the indictment of a Counellman who received 
money for his influence with the Council in 
behalf ofthe Merchants’ Terminal bill, The 
evidence given before the Grand-jury fully 
justified the charge. 

TUE MERCHANTS’ TERMINAL. 

Maj, J. H. McNamara testified that he hada 
contract with the Merchants’ Terminal 
whereby he wastoreceive one-ninth of the 


' eapital stock ofthe company, that he was taken

into the coinpany because ne was an architect 
and was to inspect the materials used inthe 
bridge and road, and for this service was to 
receive one-pinth of the whole property; that 
according to the terms of that contract the 
contract itself wasto be held in escrow by 
Louis Fusz; that for the surrenderef the con- 
tract he received $2,250, which he used in pay- 
ing his bousehold expenses. 

Louis Fusz testified that ne did hold a 

ackage in escrow for Maj. McNamara and 

aj. Rainwater, and thatjwhen Maj. McNama- 
ra came to aim alone and wanted to get it he 
refused to give it up; that Maj. McNamara 
wentaway, and returned with an order from 
Maj. Rainwateron Louis Fusg to deliver the 
package to Maj. McNamara. 

Maj. C. C. Rainwater testified that he did 
not know that Mr. Fusz had held any pack. 
age; that there was no reason why Mal. Mo- 
Namara should not have beld his contract 
himself, and ifit was held by Louis Fusz in 
escrow he did not remember it. He swore 
that the reason Maj. McNamara was taken 
into the company was his supposed influence 
with Councilman O'Malley. He did not know 
that Maj. McNamara did represent a Council- 
maninthe transaction, but he supposed he 
did. That, however, was only his conclu- 
sion. 

Mr. Overall acted only as an attorney in the 
matter. He did not know that Maj. Me- 
Namara represented a Councilman, but it was 
his opinion that he did. 

The clause in the contract which stipulated 

bat the contract should be held in escrow by 

Julie Fusz had a pen drawn through it. 
Neither Maj. McNamara, Maj. Rainwater nor 
Mr. Overall could remember when or why 
or by whom that clause was scratched out. 

James Bannerman testified that on the 
morning after the Merchants’ Terminal bill 
pessed he went into Maj. Rainwater's oflice 
and said: 

**Rainwater, I would like to know how you 
fellows got O’Maliey,’’ and Maj. Rainwater 
replied: 

Oh, he’s a —— —— wolf. 


MARKS IN EUROPE. 


On January 5 the Post- DISPATCH printed the 
indictment of a Counciiman for demanding 
24% per cent of the capital stock of the Ele- 
vated Railroad Co. in payment for a favorable 
vote on that bill, and for agreeing, in consid- 
eration of that interest, to vote for the bill. 

William Marks, the principal witness in this 
case, suddenly left for Europe when it was 
announced that the Grand-jury would investi- 
gate the boodle cases. He was the witness 
who had personal knowledge of the transac- 
tion, and he was in Europe. Sam Scott was 
out of the city, also, during the investigation. 

The safe deposit indictment against 
members of the House of Delegates was an- 
other part of the investigation. The charge 
was that the promoters of the elevated road 
agreed to ylve certain members of the House 
$50,000 to pass the bill and that two members 
and an agent of the Scotts together placed the 
money ina box in the Missouri Safe Deposit 
Vaults and a member of the House took one 
key while the avent kept the other, the agree- 
ment being that when the bill was 

they should go together to 

vault and the money should 

then be turned over to the members. Four 

days after the billwas signed the members, 

having tired of waiting for tbe agent to show 

up, Went tothe vauit and used their key, only 

to fing thatthe agent had already used bis 
aud the mohey was zone. 


C. C. SLOAN 
featified that be was hot the agent of the pro- 
Wioters in that transaction, but the impression 
that he was had gone abroad, and ex-Justice 
| Peace Pat O'Connell was rgsponsibie 
After the story of the box 
O'Connell met him on 
5 and introduced him to 
one as the man who carried the bag. As 
oke he admitted that he was and O'Cönnell 
repeated the joke on several occasions until 
Sloan found that poople were beginning to 


belleve it and thon be told O'Connell he must 


atop it. 

The only thing he knew about that matter 
wae that once whet he wasin an Olive street 
saloon Delegate John Mohan came to bim and 
asked if Sam Scott had returned to the city.

Paschal! Carr, Secretary of the Safe Deposit 
Co., testified that he was not with the com- 
pany at the time the transaction occurred. 

STRANGE FORGETFULNESS. 

A. C. Hart was a witness who had said that 
h@knew a good deal about that and other 
transactions and offeredto havecertain ac- 
counts copied from books. He aleo said when 
he vas served with a subpona that he was 
giad be had been called; he 6 e 
would be summoned and was glad he would 
be. When he appeared before the Grand-jury 
he eald he did not know a thing. 

The Post-DIsPATCH published its indict- 
ment of William Gartenbach and the Grand- 
jury returned It. 

That etory and the testimony are well 
known. Al Bevis swore that he paid Garten- 
bach $300 to get his switch bill through the 
House, and that he pald it in the presence of 
Carl Muller, his secretary. 

Muller swore that he saw the money pald, 
and the Grand- jury returned the Indictment. 
Gartenbach will have to stand bis trial, and he 
cannot escape conviction unless boodie 
methods are carried into the jury box. 

The POST-DISPATCH published the indict- 
ment of one ‘‘uttorney’’ for trying to extort 
$500 from D. R. Wolfe of the Continental Wine 
Co. for the passage of a switch bill. 

Wolfe testified that Edward Butler 
came to him and wanted $500, 
saying that for $500 he 
advise Mr. Wolfe from time to time what 
would be necessary to do to secure the pass- 
age of the bill. Mr. Wolfe furnished the 
Grand-jury a stenegrapbic report of that in- 
terview. 

ANOTHER INDICTMENT 
published at the same time was that an at- 
torney’” had tried to extort $500 out of Robert 
McCulloch to secure the passage of the bill 
providing for the extension and change of 
motor of the Benton-Beilefontaine Railway 


0. 

James Bannerman testified that one morn- 
ing Capt. McCulloch came into die office and 
said: ‘*That’s a fine body of men you belong 
to at the City Hall. 

Mr. Bannerman asked him why he made that 
remark, and Capt. McCulloch replied that 
some person had demanded $50 of him for his 
influence in favor of the bill. 

Capt. McCallock testified that he did not re- 
member any such conversation, and that no 
demand was made upon him. 

Another indictment was for an ‘‘attorney’’ 
who had told David Nicholson that he would 
defeat the Southern Railway Co.’s ordinance 
providing for an extension on Sixth street for 
$1,000, and asked Mr. Nicholson to see Joseph 
Griswold and try to raise the money. 

David Nicholson was out of the city during 
all of the investigation and could not be 
found. 

Joseph Griswold said that he knew nothing 
about it. 

W. J. Johnson, president of the Southern 
a Co. testified thathe knew nothing 
about it. 


The absence of * witness in this 
case prevented an indictment. 
ANDY BROWN’S CAUTION. 

The PoOST-DISPATCH published the indict- 
ment ofa member of the house for receiving 
$100 as a bribe to vote for the vacation of Main 
street in the interest of the Mallinckrodt 
Ohbemical works. The bribe was said to have 
passed through the hands of an ex-Four 
Courts official who had received $300, 

Secretary Goerlich of the Mallinckrodt 
Chemical Co, testified that he gave Andy 
Brown $300 to be used In securing the passage 
ofthe bill, but not for corrupt purposes. He 
did net know what had been done with the 
money. 

Edward Mallinckrodt testified that Goerlich 
managed that mutter forthe company. They 
told bim to look alter it and whatever he did 
would be all ricbt. 

Andy Brown testified that Goerlich gave him 
some money to work for the bill, but he did 
not remember how much. 

He did not remember what the carriage bill 
Was. 

He did not remember how much he spent 
treating. 

He did not remember what his profit was. 

He did not remember what he had charged 
Anheuser-Busch for carriages. 

He nad not paid a member of the House of 
Delegates $100 and could not remember ever 
having paid a member of the Assembly a 
cent. 

He did not remember that Goerlich had told 
him nottouse that money icr corrupt pur- 
poses. 

A juror asked. Why did he give you such 
a caution as that. 

‘*Il don’ t—ugh—I don’t—I don’t know, an- 
swered Brown. 

HE DIDN’T REMEMBER. 

Mr. Clover asked, Weren't you surprised 
when he said that to you?“ 

„„es, l was,’’ was the answer. 

‘*‘Why were you surprised?’’ 
Clover. 

‘*‘] was surprised that any one sbould think 
I would do such a thing.“ 

Mr. Clover smiled. 

So did the Grand-jury. 

Anotber Indictment was for members of the 
House of Delegates, who received $800 to vote 
for the passage of the People’s Railway ordli- 
nance. 

Charles Green testified that Ed Butler came 
tohim and said thatif he wanted that bill 
passed he wodld have to have an attorney, 
‘rand he needn’t be an attorney-at-law. Mr. 
Green told bim that if he couldn’t get the 
ordinance without his ald he didn’t want it at 


asked Mr. 


all. 

Joshph Murphy, Pat Sheaand Thos. Lynam 
didn’t know anything. 

The next indictment on account of the Lucas 
avenue fund to change the’ route ofthe 
elevated road from Lucas avenue to Morvan 
street was investigated by the last Grand-jury, 
and the witnesses test fied that they sub- 
scribed to a fund, but it was never raised. 

The other indictment was similar to the Safe 
Deposit indictment, but was forthe accessor- 
les. The testimony concerning it was the 
game as for the other indictment. 

NEW CASES. 

In addition to these facts others were 
brought out which were equally sensational 
and convincing. 

A prominent business man testided that 
when the Unton Market arcade bili was be- 
fore the House Dr. J. 4. Hornsby came to 
him and sald that he could heip the bill be- 
cause he was ex-Clerk orthe House, Knew al! 
the delegates, and was familiar with City Hall 
legisiation. 

He paid him the $300 and Dr. Hornsby went 
to work and continued to work until someone 
told the merchant that Hornsby was the 
wrong man, and then he notified the doctor 
that his services would be no longer required. 

The investigation into the gas bill brought 
out some Interesting polnts. 

J. B. Johnson testified that he asked J. B. 
Cuse of the N. O. Nelson Manufacturing Co, to 
use his influence with Mr. Nelson, and Mr. 
Case said if Johnson would have a copy of the 
bill he would band it to Mr. Nelson Johnson 
leftacopy with Case and some time after- 
wards Case told him that while Nelson was in 
favor of the city owning its own works he was 
not in favor of tnat bill. 

Johnson said thatif the works were builta 
a good many supplies would be needed and 
home industries would, of course, be patron- 
ized, and again asked Case to try to influence 
Nelson to vote for the bill. 

He also testified that Councilman Horton 
went to him and asked him if there was any 
money in the bill. 

„A margin of about $60,000," was John- 
son’sreply, ‘‘but’’ continued Johnson, he 
asked me for none andl gave him none. 

COULD INFLUENCE MEIER. 

Johnson was asked if J. M. Thompson, 
late of the Continental Bank, was a member 
of the gas syndicate. 

He replied that he was. 

„Why was be taken in?’’ was asked. 

„Because he said he had influence with 
Councilman E. F. W. Meier, was the answer. 

Mr. Meier's vote passed tne bill.

ST. LOUIS CORN DEALERS SUFFERING FROM 
UNJUST DISCRIMINATION. 


How Eastern Markets Have Been Favored 
by Several Ratlroad Lines at the Ex- 
pense of st. Louis—The Merchants’ Ex- 
change Transportation Committee Takes 
the Matter Up—A Reform Promised. 


HAT discrimination 
has been practiced 
against St. Louis in 
the line of freight 
rates on corn has 
long been suspected 
and there has been 
much Ul-teeling in 
consequence, but 
heretofore nothing 
has been done to dis. 
cover just where the 
adverse action took 
place and what could 
bedone to remedy it. The Transportation 
Committee appointed by President Kauffmmn 
and confirmed by the recently elected Board 
of Directors, has taken the matter up and 
will spare no efforts to obtain just 
treatment for the buyers and shippers of this 
market. A few days ago the Trausportation 
Committee held a meeting at which the ques- 
tion of freight discrimination was brought up. 
THE FACT 18 
that of the corn brought to this market only 
from one-half to one-third remains here, the 
rest going to Eastern points. When the ad- 
vantages of St. Louis asa terminal point are 
considered, it is evident that discrimination 
in rates Is the only way by which this state of 
affairs can be accounted for. It has also 
been learned that corn from the districts west 
of the Mississippi has been shipped to small 
places in Illinois, notably Streator, and from 
there sent East, the rates 80 made 
being s cents less than those obtainable via 
St. Louis. At the request of the committee 
Web M. Samuels, President of the Union 
Elevator Co., appeared before it and stated 
the results of the investigations made by him. 
That there was discrimination in the matter of 
rateson the corn passing through this city 
was, he said, evident from the fact that so 
large a percentage of the shipments went 
through, but as to where the responsibility 
was to be located was a different matter. This 
had not yet been determined with exactitude, 
but it could not be concealed much longer. 


With the grain that reached the river at other 
— — the 1 was different, and the responsi- 
ility could be definitely located. 
THIS RESPONSIBILITY INVOLVES 
not only a discrimination against St. Louls, 
but a violation of the interstate commerce 
law, at least soit ig asserted. The mode of 
procedure is as follows: A number of lines 
have a pick on a tariff_from Missouri River 
points to the Mississippi. This tariff is satis- 
factory to St. Louis. But it has been violated 
to the detriment of this city, and also to the 
detriment of many of the railroads involved 
by several of the lines. Among these were 
mentioned the Chicago, Rock Islund & Pacific 
and the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
By some manipulation of the local tariffs 
these roads have, it is alleged, been in the 
habit of shipping grain to points in the in- 
terior of lilinols at the same rate as that 
charged to the Mississippi. All the grain so 
haadied comes from Western common points. 
From the trane-Mississippi towns it is shipped 
East, the total cost being from 2 to 3 cents less 
than would have been charged had the grain 
been shipped in accordance with the tariff. 
THE MANNER IN WHICH 

the discrimination was made is believed by 
lawyers to bein violation of the interstate 
commerce law, and is both by shippers 
and elevator men considered in direct 
violation of the agreement entered into by 
the lines doing business west ofthe Missis- 
sippl. The amount of trade lost by St. Louis 
by means of this discrimination cannot be es- 
timated withany degree of accuracy, but is 
very large. The Transportation Committee 
atonce determined to appolat a sub-com- 
mittee to bring the matter to the attention of 
the railroad officials, and tosecurea change 
by which St. Louls would be insured fair 
treatment. Yesterday and to-day confer- 
ences were held with a number of the freight 
agenta, and a meeting has been 
called for the afternoon, at 
which the agents of all roads represented 
will confer with the members of the commit- 
tee. Web M. Samuel, when spoken to about 
the matter, said that at present he preferred 
not to speak of it, but that there was a meet- 
ing to de held and that he felt sure that the 
matter could be arranged in a manner satia- 
factory to all. In the meantime the commit- 
tee will be sharply on the lookout for the 
violators of the freight agreement at this 
point. It is belleved that the leakage will be 
detected and putastop to. The receipts to- 
day will serve as an example of the manner in 
which St. Louis is losing trade, the cause 
generally assigned being unjust discrimina- 
tion fm rates. The receipts amounted to 283, 000 
busbels, aud but 65,000 bushels stoprned. This 
proportion is far less that it should be, and 
the Transportation Committee will not rest 
satisfied until the cause is discovered.

WENT IN KNOWINGLY. 


THE STATE KNEW OF BROADHEAD’S OPIN- 
ION AS TO THE ’FRISCO’S CLAIM- 


Its Officials Digested It and Then Opened the 
Doors Wide to the Railroad Company— 
The Question of Limitations—The Claim 
of Immunity Under the Old South Pacific 
Charter. 


T was supposed yes- 
terday that Gov. 
Francis and Attorney- 
General Wood were 
ignorant of the ex- 
istence of an opinion 
by Col. Broadhead, 
holding the claim of 
the St. Louis & San 
Francisco Rallroad 
Co. to be valid, and 
that the State was 
in equity and good 
conscience bound to 
pay it. 
this morning, how- 
ever, that the opinion fn full, as it was printed 
in the Post-DIsPATCH yesterday, was laid be- 
fore them, and that they had opportunity to 
digest it fully. It was also placed before Col. 
Broadhead, who had been selected as as- 
sociate counsel, in the meantime. In the 
nearly a score of years since it was delivered 
he had forgotten that there ever had been 
such a paper, but when coples- of it were pro- 
duced he remembered it fully, but 
said the conditions existing now 
were different. This seems to 
have satisfied the State. When its officials 
first read the opinion it staggered them, and 
that, it is said, is what caused them to delay 
in filing the suit until so close to the time of 
the outlawry of the claim. Then, notwith- 
standing the opinion of one of the State attor- 
neys, the suit was brought, and the doors 
opened to the rallroad company to bring in a 
claim which for years it attempted to bring 
up, but which, for certain reasons, it would 
now willingly let rest. 
THE RUN OF THE STATUTE OF LIMITATIONS 
is also a ‘question on which the State is 
claimed to have hazarded its interests, and on 
which it is held by many lawyers it has 
opened the doors to the railroad company 
while it itself is barred by limitation. The 
point at issue ie whether the State’s claim 
became outlawed in 1886, or whether it would 
have been outlawed yesterday had the suit 
not been brought. This arises out of the 
State’s failure at the proper time to agree 
to the transfer of its claim from the 
Atlant le & Pacificto the Frisco. In ilius- 
tration, A, who owes B. or who purchases 
property from B, who is in debt to C, or whose 
notes are held by C, can become responsible 
to C forthe paymentof the debt or notes, but 
C must agree to the transfer of responsibility. 
Consenting, B les released; falling to consent, 
the responsibility of B remains undisturbed. 
Tbis was the situation as to the State’s claim. 
Failing to elect to take the Frisco as between 
that company andthe Atlantic & Pacific, the 
State held the latter company. So holding. the 


claim expired in July, 1886, when it would 
have 4 ander the sale of the South 
Pacific to the Atlantic & Pacific. The State, 
bowever, bolds that it bad until the ovtlawry 
of the notes under the sale to the sco to 
elect wnether it would hold the Atlantic & 
Pacific or hold the Frisco. The weight of 
legal opinion, however, is that. this cannot be 
80, as there could be uo election after the 
claim against the Atiantic & Pacific had — 
pired, there being no choice as between — 
Frisco and any other company. Hence, the 
claim expired in 1886.

Hence, having no oneto sue, the statute of 
limitations, as already stated, cannot run 
againstit. The railroad can, however, bring 
in its claim as an offset and obtain judg- 
ment against the State for the fall 
amount of whatit has paid in excess of the 
amountto which the State may be entitled. 
The question then comes up whether, the 
State claim being outlaved, the offset of the 
railroad can still be set up and judgment 
rendered in favor of the company for the full 
amount. As stated, opinion seems to be tliat 
once the State goes into court the railroad 
claim can be pressed to its collection, even 
though the State claim may be barred. The 
point, however, is a very nice one in law. 

A FALSE CLAIM . 
in reference to the value of the Yelverton & 
Ward mortgage is held by the Stateto have 
been setup by the railroad: people. General 
Counsel O’Day has held for years, and still 
believes, that as long as this mortgage, which 
represents the railroad company’s claim, re- 
mains unpaid the ’Frisco is free of control by 
the State as tofares, tarifis, rates, etc. The 
State, however, seems to have the best side 
of this argument. This mortgage, as Mr. 
O Day saya, would be worth millions if it car- 
ried this immunity from State control and in- 
terference. The St. Louis & San Francisco 
Railroad Co. has a charter granted by the 
State of Missouri and operates underand is 
governed by this charter. In this charter isa 
clause, the same asin others, which subjects 
the company to State regulation as to rates, 
etc., and this clause can be set up by the 
State successfully in any question of authority 
orexemption. Had the railroad company se-. 
cured a charter in Illinois or any other State 
but Missourt, it is held that it would undoubt- 
edly havethbis exemption or immunity, but 
the mistake was made in the acceptance of a 
Missouri charter. The exemptions and priv- 
lleges under the old South Pacific charter 
were invaluable had they been preserved, but 
the State has, according to opinions, .the 
strong side of the question in this feature of 
the case.

“BRADSTREET’S’’ REPORT,

The Queer Note Received by a Chicage Grain 
Operator. 

Onrcaco, Feb. 1.—Mr. Edwin Pardridge, the 
well known Board of Trade speculator, was in 
anything but an easy frame of mind last 
night. He did not know whether he was the 
dupe of a practical joke or the destined victim 
of premeditated murder. The cause of Mr. 
Pardridge’s disquietude was the reception of 
an anonymous letter of rather startling im- 
port. In May wheat he has of late been very 


fortunate in his venture on the board, and 
being one of the heaviest speculators, he hus 
apparently created the impression among 
certain outside speculators that he is running 
the market. The disturbing letter, which was 
written in a cramped and evidently disguised 

and, came from somebody who had got 
caught in his transactions. it was as follows: 

Mr. Pardridge: You can put wheat up 5 
centsabushei. If you do not put it up 2 cents 
before Saturday or Monday atl o’clockI will 
killyou. Now lam nocrank, but a desperate 
man. Los we ruining me and others. 80 
help me God, If you do not put the market up 
2 cente, I will shoot you dead in your tracks 
Monday night and anyone who defends you, 
next. Lam desperate and think no more of 
killimg myself than I do of killing you.“ 

**SPECULATOR.’’ 

Mr. Pardridge was asked what he thought 
oi the missive: ‘‘I do not know, said he, 
hat to think. I can scarcely believe the 
letter to de a mere joke. Still, nobody but a 
fool or a rank would write such a letter. I 
understand that one or two other speculators 
have received similar threats. The letters 
may have been written by some inexperienced 
outsider who has been dabbling in May wheat, 
and bas taken this course to save himeelf 
from loss. Whether or not he is desperate 
enough to carry out his threat is a mere mat- 
ter of conjecture. It will not, however, alter 
my transactions.’’

gress of the Fifteenth Amendment, was re- 
ported upon favorably yesterday. A minority 
report recommending that she bill do not pass 
was also read. The mg@morial was made a 


special order for February 4. Gen. A. N. 
West, in preparing the memorial, asks the 
Legislature of Mississippi to make this author- 
itative utterance in Congresse, the easiest, 
cheapest and best of all the plans proposed 
and the only one which will not interfere 
with the labor or social organism of the South 
and will at the same thie guarantee to every 
citizen freedom and thé equal protection of 
the laws; for it must be known that wnen the 
white people of the South ask the repeal of 
the fifteenth amendinent they promise as the 
consideration of its repeal that the thirteenth 
and fourteenth amendinpents shall be most free- 
ly and absolutely obeyed. No doubt in many 
parts of the continent the people are watch- 
ing this Lexisiature to tee it act and now 
at this opportune moment give to 
Congress this utterance. Democrats who 
fully and freely approve and support the thir- 
teonth and fourteenth amendments only ask, 
by constitutional methods, the repeal of the 
fifteenth amendment of the Constitution of 
the United States. The book containing the 
above declaration is now open for signatures. 

The Senate passed the House bill calling a 
constitutiona! convention bya vote ot 22 to 12. 
Gov. Stone will sign the bill. Ihe convention 
is called to meet in August.

FAVORED BY THE FATES. 


THE WORLD’s FAIR CANDIDACY OF 87. 
LOUIS HELPED BY ITS RIVALS. 


— wÜſ— 


The New Tork City Bonds, and the Compli- 
cations That Will Arise—A Suit on the 
Question of Their Constitutionality In- 
evitable—How St. Louis Will be Bene- 


URING the coming week 
itis expected that some 
of the most effective 
work yet accomplished 
will be done by St. Louis 
in Wasbington. This 
evening Gov. E. O. 
Stanard will leave for 
the National Capital, 
and will probably be ac- 
companied by several 
of the members of the 
Executive Committee, 
and probably by three or four citizens not of- 
ficially connected with the committee, but 
interested in obtaining the World’s Fair for 
St. Louis. With each day the position of St. 
Louls seems to be improving. 
WHEN TH# BILL 
authorizing Néw York City to issue bonds for 
$10,000,000 was brought before the New York 
Legislature it was considered that its passage 
would be most disastrous tothecandidacy of 
the rival cities, but sincethe recent develop- 
ments it is regarded as being favorable to St. 
Louis. The quarrels that have arisen con- 
cerning the Board of Managers have placed 
the New York campaign on almost as purely 
partisan grounds as that of Chicago, and has 
insured the opposition of a large and, influen- 
tial element, both in the city and the State, to 
the location of the fuir in New York, 
whatever may be the decision in the matter. 
It also throws a great amount of doubt on the 
legality of the bonds. Many of those who 
voted for the bill expressed their opinion that 
it was illegal, and it is regarded as certain 
that when the bonds are issued, if thev ever 
should be, that the question will at once be 
raised in the courts. No matter what the de- 
cision may be, it willbe many months before 
it can be arrived at, and in the mean- 
time the value of the bonds -— will 
be greatly depreciated by the cloud 
on the title. The $10,000,000 fund will 


therefore be found to be worth much less than 
its face, and it is very questionable whether 
or not the bonds can be sold at all, except at 
a ruinous rate of discount. 

WHEN THESE FACTS 
are broughtto the attention of Congress, as 
they unquestionably will be, as the St. Louis 
delegation has received instructions to 360 
that the case is properly presented tothe 
House, it is delleved that the effect of the 
nominally large sum will be appropriately 
discounted. But thatthe influence of the legis- 
lative proceedings at Albany will be favorable 
to St. Louis is generally believed. It has 
been proved that New York really desires 
to secure the fair, a question concerning 
which there bas, heretofore, been very con- 
siderable doubt and this must inevitably lead 
to thé secession of a large portion of the East- 
ern support of Chicago, which,was given on 
the su ition that New York did not want 
the fair. This change will at once bring out 
the strength of the vote of those who wish the 
fair to be held west of the Alleghenies. 

SEVERAL STATES, 
while having their representatives unin- 
structed as to the particular city which they 
wish to favor, have adopted resolutions an- 
nouncing their desire that the fair shall 
be held in the interior. St. Louis is the only 
contesting city in which a political aspect has 
not been given to the campaign, and its sup- 
porters, therefore, believe that its success 
is more than probable. The bill agreed upon 
by the Special Committee will be reported 
next week, but no action will probably be 
taken for some time to come, as other matters 
willoccupy the attention of Congress. Re 
resentatives willbe on the round who will 
carefully watch every move made, and will be 
ready to speak a word in season for this city 
at any time.
